MANY people do not fully understand the immense 
% ¥mouste-of money which can be‘lapped up by those to 
whom any government gives special privileges. Here is 
one little picture: 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Fred B. Rentschler, vice 
president of United Aircraft and Transport, ran a 
$253 investment up to thirty-five million dollars 
between early 1928 and May, 1929, he told the senate 
air mail committee today. 

No additional money or properties were put in after 
the original $253 expenditure, he said. 

Rentschler said he bought 1,375 shares of Pratt 
and Whitney stock—a company he described as 
“bankrupt at that time’—for $275. Of this he sold 
$22 worth to Charles W. Deeds, whom the committee 
questioned yesterday. 

Pratt and Whitney declared a stock dividend in 
1928, and Rentschler got 101,200 shares. A short 
while later, the company merged with several others 
to form United Aircraft and Transport, and Aircraft 
and Transport also owns. the Boeing Aircraft Cor- 
poration, from which it buys its planes, and the Pratt 
and Whitney Engine Company, from which it buys its 
engines. 

Mr. Rentschler explained that 40 million dollars in 
subsidies which the company has received from the 
government has not been “entirely responsible” for 
the growth of his investment. 


T will be seen that under the Hoover Administration 
enormous expenditures were being made; but restricted

WHAT IS A DOLLAR? 

A New York economist of outstanding re- 
pute foresees possible trouble for President 
Roosevelt's devaluation plans. He thinks the 
Supreme Court of the United States may de- 
cide that debts payable in gold must be paid 
in gold at the former weight per dollar. If in 
the meantime the U.S. dollar has been de- 
valued, that would multiply the number of dol- 
lars that must be paid. 

Both the Supreme Court of the United States 
and the Privy Council in England have already 
given decisions which seem to imply the con- 
trary. But should the Supreme Court rule as 
suggested, that will only complicate the prob- 
lem, not solve it. Perhaps the Court can say 
how $75,000,000,000 of gold bonds are to be paid 
with $5,000,000,000 of gold? That is a kind of 
information the world has been looking for, 

As Canada will sooner or later have to de- 
value its dollar, or quit gold entirely, Cana- 
dians will watch with some interest for the 
decision of the Court at Washington. The 
issue is one of international significance, and 
decisions as to the legality of devaluation in 
one country may carry weight elsewhere. 

But it is in the nature of things impossible 
that court decisions should prevent, or ser- 
jiously hinder, the evolution of monetary 
policy. The old rating of gold has gone, and 
with it the superstition that a country cannot 
manage its currency, as it manages the trade 
for which currency exists. 


NO CREDIT TO IT 

At the Ottawa conference, Premier Tilley 
of New Brunswick opposed, on economic 
grounds, the plan to provide pensions for the 
needy blind. “The great objective now was to 
see that all Canadians had at least the bare 
means of livelihood, and it was being achieved 
only with difficulty.” 

This summarized despatch may not have 
fairly presented the position of Mr. Tilley. If 
it did so, his line of reasoning is difficult to 
follow. There is surely no class of Canadians 
who are more deserving of consideration than 
those who have lost their sight and are thus 
permanently handicapped in the struggle for 
existence, Paying pensions to them would in 
no large degree lessen the ability of Canada to 
provide subsistence to other needy-people, and 
if it did that would be no valid excuse for 
leaving them to find a living as they may. 

The blind are the more entitled to prompt 
and adequate provision because for them a 
return to better times can mean little, if any- 
thing, and may even mean still greater hard- 
ship than they now suffer, If a man is physi- 
cally unable to work, it makes little difference 
to him whether work for able-bodied men is 
plentiful or scarce. He may even fare better 
while work is scarce, for the cost of living is 
less than it will be if the times improve and 
prices rise. 

Whatever else the conference did, there is 
nothing to its credit in the fact that it did not— 
unanimously—approve the proposal to make 
provision forthwith for those of our country- 
men who live in perpetual darkness and the 
consequent disability. 


AFTER THE CONVENTION 

The close of the U.F.A. convention leaves 
the member of that organization, like the 
member of the U.F.A. Government, and the 
U.F.A, member of the legislature, in the posi- 
tion of having to make some important de- 
cisions, important to himself, and prospectively 
important to everyone who lives or owns prop- 
erty in the province of Alberta. 

The convention called for the teaching of 
the policies of the C.C.F. party in the public 
schools. That is what the resolution means, if 
it reflects the spirit and tone of the conven- 
tion, and has any tangible bearing on the pro- 
gram to which the convention re-asserted its 
adherence, 

That is one question on which the private 
member of the U.F.A. like the non-member, 
will have to make up his mind; whether he 
thinks it wise, advisable and fair that his 
children should be taught the tenets of a par- 
ticular political party in a school and by a 
teacher maintained by his taxes and the taxes 
of those who do not believe in that particular 
creed, 

That issue has been thrown into the arena 
and will have to be fought out when election 
time comes. Whether he is going to sponsor

FLOUR AND WHEAT SITUATION 
IN JAPAN 

The flour-milling industry in Japan has 
been aided by duties on imported flour, and 
many modern flour mills have been established, 
writes Mr, J. A. Langley, Commercial Secretary 
in Tokyo, in the Commercial Intelligence Jour- 
nal. At present, the daily production of wheat 
flour in Japan is estimated at 45,000 barrels, of 
which 70 per cent is consumed locally and the 
balance exported to other Oriental countries. 
During recent months Japan has been an im- 
portant purchaser of Canadian flour, some 
monthly shipments averaging 36,000 barrels. 
During the first ten months of 1933 purchases 
of wheat in Canada by Japan amounted to 100,- 
298 short tons as compared tuo 406,073 short 
tons imported from Australia. Local milling 
interests are of the opinion that, owing to the 
reported short crop in Australia, Japanese mills 
will Jhave to look to Canada for larger supplies 
of wheat during 1934.

from sending us lots of the things we need. 

It all comes down to the profit system. We 
can't admit things that will interfere with 
someone getting a profit. When the world 
reaches the stage where it has sense enough 
to abolish the profit system, what a lot of 
everything, including friends, we shall have. 
Instead of wanting to go to war with people 
who wish to give us more good things than we 
are willing to receive, we shall then regard 
them as friends.

During the last few days I've been attend- 
ing the U.F.A. convention to hear what west- 
ern farm leaders have to say about the prob- 
lem of the western wheat grower. It’s the 
problem for Canada. Unemployment could be 
remedied by any man with the power and 
courage and necessary freedom from the en- 
tanglements of great wealth. Wheat marketing 
at a profit is a problem very much more difficult. 

Even a government selling agency can’t 
force buyers to buy at a fraction above the mar- 
ket price. There’s a very narrow limit beyond 
which a government agency could afford to 
buy wheat from the farmer. Be one never so 
sympathetic with tHe urgent plight of the 
wheat-grower it is difficult to see how any 
revision of marketing arrangements can help 
the wheat-grower. It'll take medicine of a 
stronger kind than that.

Years ago, when the Pools were riding the 
crest of prosperity, I invited some odium by a 
series of articles on wheat problems in which 
I asserted that the prosperity the Pools were 
enjoying was deceptive and that it was not 
possible for the Pools to maintain prices when 
the rising tide should ebb. It’s very hard for 
some people to understand that you’re not hos- 
tile because you tell them the truth and point 
out dangers they cannot see. Anyone who had 
followed the histories of the government-aided 
butter pool of New Zealand and the cotton pool 
of Egypt could have predicted that if these were 
unable to control the market, there was little 
hope for controlling prices in wheat—a com- 
modity capable of being grown in any temper- 
ate climate—unless steps were taken to develop 
a world pool. ‘ 

Since then Italy and France have increased 
their wheat crops, so that last year the wheat 
crop of France was 30,000,000 bushels larger 
than that of Canada, with Italy not very far 
behind. 

For the Canadian grower the marketing 
problem is accentuated by the fact that the 
trade and monetary objectives of eastern Can- 
ada are directly opposed to those of western 
Canada. Unfortunately for the west the 
national capital, the majority representation 
and the financial influences are all entrenched 
in the east. 

The east wants to keep others out of our 
home market and retain the west as an outlet 
for eastern manufactures; the west wants to get 
its wheat into foreign markets and buy its 
manufactures either at lowest cost or from those 
nations that offer the best quid pro quo. Hav- 
ing been labelled “a knocker” for pointing out 
the true situation about wheat pooling in the 
past I shall now consciously invite the appella- 
tion of “traitor” by offering the sincere opinion 
that the wheat-grower will never market his 
product to advantage under changed world 
conditions till he turns his thought to a western 
autonomous Dominion, with a fiscal and mon- 
etary policy directed to his needs. Not from 
any vainglorious motive would I like to see the 
day come when I could say, “I pointed that out 
to them in 1934 when they were talking about 
government marketing agencies under the old 
regime.”

This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1874, the 
third general elections for the 
House of Commons of Canada 
came to an end. The polling 
had been drawn out, for it was 


hot until later that simultan- 
eous polling came into effect, 
a reform inaugurated by the 
ministry which was returned to 
power that January. 

The result was expected. 
John A. had resigned in dis- 
grace the previous November 
as a result of the Pacific scand- 
al charges and Alexander Mac- 
kenzie had after being sworn 
in with his cabinet secured a 
dissolution of parliament, a 
necessity under the circum- 
stances, since the House 
elected in 1872 had a Tory 
majority of six. All through 
that winter campaign, in the 
smal] Canada of those days, the 
“Tories were on the run”; 
everybody sensed that the Lib- 
erals would gain a substantial 
majority in the new House, but 
few expected that the Mac- 
donald defeat would he so dis- 
astrous. 

In Ontario where in 1872 the 
Conservatives elected 38 mem- 
bers, the Liberals carried 64 
seats; in Quebec, which in 1872 
returned 38 Conservatives and 
26 Liberals, the polls showed 
the election of 33 Liberals and 
32 Conservatives; Nova Scotia 
elected 17 Liberals as against 


| 10 in 1872, the Conservatives 
| only electing 4 instead of 11; in 

New Brunswick the Liberals 

elected 11 instead of 9; the 

Conservatives dropping from 8 
| to 5; Manitoba divided equally 
| 2 and 2, as against 3 Conserv- 
| atives and 1 Liberal; and Brit- 
| ish Columbia was the only 
province which did not desert 
Sir John, electing 6 Conserv- 
atives as before and not a 
single Liberal. That probably 
did not mean that the Pacific 
province was any less shocked 
by the Pacific scandal revela- 
tions than the other provinces, 
but that its people thought 
they had a better chance of 
getting the C.P.R. from the 
Tories than from the Grits. 
Prince Edward Island, which 
then first participated in a gen- 
eral election, sent 6 Liberals to 
Ottawa. And the total was 
Liberals 133; Conservatives, 73 
as compared with Conserv- 
atives 103 and Liberals 97 in 
the House elected in 1872. 

It is a rather curious coin- 
cidence that 133 was also the 
total of the Liberals in the 
elections of 1908 and the Con- 
servatives in the record-break- 
in reciprocity election of 1911. 

Great as was the Liberal 
victory in 1874 its defeat in 
1878 was as spectacular. Then 
the Conservative 73 was turned 
into 137 and the Liberals only 
elected 69 instead of 133.

Then we come to this bylaw 
which says a man must sell 
his milk at a stated price on 
pain of a heavy fine. But the

VEGETABLE OYSTER MAKES TASTY SOUPS A 


By SISTER MARY | 

Salsify or vegetable oyster is an 
inexpensive but very palatable 
winter vegetable that is often over- 
looked as a means of adding variety 
to menus. Like many of the root 
vegetables, it is much better after 
a frost touches it, A nippy frost 
sweetens it and makes it more 
tender. 

Salsify requires a little more care 
in its preparation than most other 
vegetables. It is apt to become dis- 
colored as it is scraped and cut for 
cooking unless certain precautions 
are taken. Drop into water to 
which lemon juice or vinegar has 
been added as soon as the root is 
scraped and it will retain its na- 
tural color. 

There are many ways of using 
salsify. Soups and salads are ap- 
petizing and nourishing. Combina- 
tion dishes and various creamed 
mixtures are interesting and invit- 
ing. As most of the made dishes 
use milk together with other in- 
gredients, much food value is pro- 
vided when one of these concoc- 
tidns is served.

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IMPROVEMENT 
TO BEAR LAKE 
ROUTE ASKED 


Chamber of Commerce Re- 
leases Report on Navi- 
gation Betterment 


A comprehensive report on pro- 
navigation improvements to 
Great Bear River, the water route 
to Great Bear Lake, was released 
Monday by the northern develop- 
ment committee of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce. This report 
is being submitted to the federal 
government with the request that 
provision be made in the 1934 esti- 
mates of a sum sufficient to at least 
make a beginning at ifmproving the 
existing channels through Great 
Bear Rapids. 

In this communication, the com- 
mittee states that about 25 mining 
companies are interested in the min- 
eral field and that during the past 
two years $2,000,000 have been spent 
in food supplies, transportation, ma- 
terials, mining equipment § and 
wages. 


500 VISITED AREA 

Last season over 500 men visited 
the area, of which number about 
350 worked steadily throughout the 
summer season, the report reveals. 
During the present winter season 
there are about 200 men engaged in 
mining work for the various com- 
panies. 

“While some improvements are 
undoubtedly required in the gen- 
eral Mackenzie river system and 
in the railhead connections with 
that system, the immediately limit- 
ing factor is the navigation of a 
short piece of Great Bear River, a 
distance of about seven miles out 
of a total river and lake route of 
1,420 miles, the committee reports. 
Of this seven-mile stretch on the 
river, five and one-half miles is 
gravel and boulder bottom and 
about one and one-half miles is 
limestone ledges. The . aggregate 
length of shallow water over ledges 
is about one mile. This is a stretch 
which requires improvement to 
allow the passage of shallow draft 
boats without difficulty. 

Representations have also been 
made for the completion of a port- 
age road in that area. 


THREE MAJJOR POINTS 

Three major points in the report 
follows: 

1—In the 1933 season over 1,100 
tons of freight were moved up the 
Bear River Rapids within a period 
of six weeks. 

2.—Practical transportation men, 
familiar with the river, believe that 
as much as 25 tons can be moved 


up the rapids on a barge suitably | 


equipped. 
3.—Even with the road finished 


and kept in good order, the diffi-

Captain Elmore Philpott, 
M.C., to Address Meet-

Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the lecture to be given at 
the New Empire theatre on Tuesday 
evening by Capt. Elmore Philpott, 
M.C., of Toronto, according to Elmer 
E. Roper, secretary of the Alberta 
Council of the Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation, under the 
auspices of which the visitor will 
speak.

Capt. Philpott :s engaged in a 
speaking tour of the West and al- 
ready has spoken at Calgary, Med- 
icine Hat, Vancouver and other 
points.

| lic and high school training at Ham- 
ilton, Ont., and subsequently en-

ENLISTED IN 1915 

The war came prior to comple- 
tion of his course and he enlisted in 
| March, 1915, with the 25th Battery, 


|Canadian Field Artillery. 

He won a commission on the field 
during the Battle of the Somme. He 
was mentioned in despatches in 
connection with Passchendale’ and 
| was awarded the Military Cross for 
| conduct at Amiens on August 9, 
1918. He was awarded a bar to the 
MC. for gallantry in the storming 
of the Drocourt-Queant line on 
September 2, 1918—the most strong- 
| ly fortified position on the German 
line. He was wounded three times 
during the war, the third time very 
seriously. 

After the war he entered news- 
paper work, first with the Maclean 
Publishing Co, and then as edi- 
torial writer with the Montreal Wit- 
ness and latterly as associate editor 
of the Toronto Globe. In Feb. 1931 
he contested the West Hamilton by- 
election as a Liberal, running on a 
straight Labor platform. He reduced 
the Degen aati majority from 4757 
to 424, 


LAUNCHED CAMPAIGN 

On Feb. 1, 1933 he resigned from 
the Globe to launch a campaign to 
insure co-operation between the 
Liberal party and the Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation. 

He was unable to do this and 
then threw in his lot definitely 
with the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation. He has been

Authorities revealed the dead 
man was Albert Ulhic Surprenant, 
a native of Providence, R.I., where 
a brother now lives.

Authorities at- 
tempted to withhold the name 
while attempts were made to break 
the news gently to his family there. 

The accident occurred during a 
drive from Lord Mandeville’s sum- 
mer estate near Brampton Park to 
Kimbolton castle. Lord Mandeville 
was in one car and Lord Duncannon | 
was driving behind him with three | 
friends. As Lord Duncannon §at- 
tempted to make a sharp turn on a 
hill his car apparently went into a 
skid. It turned over several times,

ENEVA, Jan. 22.—In European 
capitals the enveloping web of 
espionage is appearing again, tra- 
ditional prologue to war! 

And Scotland Yard, the French 
Surete Generale, the dread Soviet 
OGPU, Mussolini's OVRA, and other 
famed secret police are thrusting 
their official tenacles inte a hun- 
dred hiding places to seize the silent 
traffickers in military intelligence. 

Just a few days ago, Moscow 
police arrested six persons charged 
with espionage and sabotage. 

In Paris Benjamin Bercovitz and 
his wife Clara, two Canadian citi- 
zens, are under arrest with eight 
others in the building of the politi- 
cal police in Paris on the charge of 
being implicated in the most sen- 
sational espionage affair of recent 
years. They are held strictly in- 
communicado. Except for their 
lawyer, Maitre Moise, no one has 
been permitted to see them. They 
were arrested at the moment when 
they were packing their trunks, a 
few hours before they were to sail 
on an American steamer for New 
York. The police closely guard the 
investigation, as it is expected that 
many more arrests will be made— 
and not only in France.

Except for those with offi- 
cial connections, free lances are 
petty traffickers and obtain their 
wares from soldiers, sailors and 
civil service employees, who regard 
such sources of income not treason- 
able during peace time. 


FLOCK TO GENEVA 

Geneva, traditional home of peace 
conferences, competing national in- 
trigues, is the clearing house of 
spydom, Here in the melting caul- 
dron of visiting diplomats and their 
swarm of aids, is the most fruitful 
field for enterprising agents. 

Plans for secret machine guns, 
torpedo tubes and aeroplanes are 
hawked discreetly. When the trans- 
actions are otherwise, the end is 
often a noose in Warsaw, a strap- 
ped chair and firing squad in Rome 
or in Nazi Germany, the red sur- 
face of the executioner's block. For 
even with the relaxation of peace 
espionage in war-threatened Europe 
is too great a factor in defeating the 
enemy. 

France has not forgotten Mata 
Hari, the Dutch-Javanese nautch 
dancer, who sent 50,000 poilus to 
their death, or “Mlle. le Docteur,” 
most talented woman spy who ever 
lived.

ECONOMIC INDEX 
MOVES UPWARD 


OTTAWA, Jan. 22.—Owing to grati- 
fying gains in significant factors, the 
economic index maintained by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics moved 
up more than six per cent from 83.0 
in the week ended January 6 to 98.1 
for the week of January 13, says the 
weekly economic review of the Dom- 
inion Bureau of Statistics. Each of 
the six factors used in the compilation 
recorded marked advances. 

After adjustment for seasonal ten- 
dencies the index of carloadings for 
the Dominion was 77.1 compared with 
74.0 in the preceding week. The index 
of Fda of dominion government 
bonds was 107.3 compared with 106.6 
in the preceding week, moderate ad- 
vances having been recorded for eight 
weeks. 

The a point of several years was 
reached in September when the busi- 
ness index was 90.8, the recession to 
November being to 85.5. December 
showed little change from November. 

Gold shipments were considerably 
heavier in December, receipts at the 
mint being 39,944 ounces compared 
with 214, in November. The gain 
in the index of gold marketings was 
24 per cent. 


New Markets For 
Canadian Flour 


OTTAWA, Jan. 22.—Canadian mill- 
ing firms shipped Canadian wheat 
flour to 79 different countries of the 
world in 1933, to a total of 5,870,424 
barrels valued at $19,016,758. In the 
Preceding year, 5,131,781 barrels of 
flour valued at $17,182,775 were ship- 
ped to 75 countries. 

The four new markets developed 
last year included France which took 
5,378 barrels of flour under the new 
trade treaty, Portugal, Salvador and 
Alaska. The British Empire took 
4,318,859 barrels of wheat flour in 
1933 as compared with 1,251,565 barrels 
taken by non-Empire countries. The 
increase in purchases by Empire coun- 
tries over the preceding year was 
slightly over 290,000 barrels and by 
foreign countries 148,000 barrels.

They 
formed pari of the government's 
$120,000 collection, about half of 
which has disappeared, 


PROBE MYSTERY

closed weeks ago The thefts, 
apparently, had been spread over 
a long period extending from 1920, 
when the museum was closed. 


Stamps of an undetermined value | 
were taken also from the St. John’s 
post office. The collection, gathered 
from all parts of the world for 
almost a half century, had been 
tored in the two buildings for safe- 
keeping 

Investigators, dividing their time 
between the stamp thefts “and a 
probe into a reputed counterfeit 
ring, were expected to make fur- 
ther arrests in the theft case before 
long.
